The name “Colorado Desert” is 
most confusing; it does not describe 
our desert, it does not locate it, it 
has no historical significance, it is 
merely a name that was unfortun­ 
ately attached to it in the early days. 
Our desert should have a name that 
is distinctive, descriptive, of histor­ 
ical significance, and that would 
eventually come to locate this desert, 
only. 
If, during my summer travels, 
I mentioned the Colorado Des­ 
ert someone would surely say, 
“Oh! you are from Colorado. 
Isn’t it a wonderful place? Have 
you ever driven up Pike’s 
, 
Peak?” Colorado is a wonder­ 
ful place and recalls many mem­ 
ories as it was to climb Pike’s 
Peak that I made my first west­ 
ern trip and saw arid country; 
an interesting experience and 
contrast with the more humid 
Middle West. 
Another boy and I, when we were 
quite y.oung, rode bicycles in the 
days before paved roads, from Chi­ 
cago to Colorado Springs and from 
there climbed Pike’s Peak. We felt 
repaid in spite of the little life expe­ 
riences that we never knew existed 
while under the panntel roof. Well 
do I recall my father laughing and 
saying that when we really became 
hungry to let him know and he 
would send money. He was inform­ 
ed that his offer was entirely unnec­ 
essary as we intended to work if our 
money gave out. Our money did 
give out and we did work. 
Among a number of jobs, ail 
seemed to involve hard labor, 
was one that carried as compen­ 
sation, a cot in the bunk k wise 
and meals. All we had to do to 
earn this was to shovel decom­ 
posed granite for ten hours a 
day and occasionally we were 
allowed to rest a day or two by 
grubbing out willow stumps 
in the creek bed. It is still a 
complexing phenotnonon that a 
rock is of the slightest interest 
to me. 
The job made such a lasting im­ 
pression on me that a mere business 
depression, while inconvenient, car­ 
ries little real hardship. And the 
philosophers are constantly telling us 
that the experience of a major de­ 
pression is desirable experience, im­ 
proves the health, et cetera. Maybe 
so, but the queer thing about that 
summer's trip was that I gained 
twenty-five pounds and was husky 
enough to play football that fall.

S O I MORE ABOUT 


A study of the table above, and 
the map, will show that nearly 
one-half of the assessed valuation, 
and probably less than half of 
the population of the area sug­ 
gested for incorporation as the 
City of Palm Springs, is in the 
village proper (the east half of 
section 15) bounded by Alejo road, 
Indian Avenue, Ramon road, and 
the mountains. This is only half 
of a square mile, whereas the en­ 
tire area proposed for incorpora­ 
tion covers 4(4 square miles. The 
proposed city would be 4 miles 
long and 1’4 miles wide, with 
2(4 square miles of Indian reser­ 
vation left out. 


POLICE ISSUE NOTICE 
TO MOTORISTS HERE 


Just north of the village is O K 
of the most striking feataM of 
the Palm Springs district; the 
huge fan formed by the rock de­ 
bris washed from Chino Can­ 
yon. To appreciate its size it 
is only necessary to start across 
it, then turn up into the broad 
mouth of the canyon. What 
appears to be something hardly 
noticeable as one speeds around 
its edge in an automobile trav­ 
eling over a paved road, devel­ 
ops into a huge thing spread­ 
ing for miles in either direction. 
Chino Fan is of comparatively re­ 
cent origin, being only a few thou­ 
sand years old. However, it is 
formed of sand and rock from the 
old formation of the San Jacinto 
mountains now weathered and 
moved to its present location,' thus 
giving rise to the fan built upon the 
floor of the desert. 
There are many gradations of 
igneous rocks, from the dark 
gabbros to the light colored 
syenites; this great variation is 
due to the different igneous for­ 
mations making up the moun­ 
tains and the innumerable dikes 
intruded into the older rock. If 
you travel over the trail leading 
from the Skyline Trad toward 
the San Jacinto country, watch 
closely and you will see the var­ 
iation in the bed tock and the 
many dikes of varying character. 
I like to see Chino Fan from a 
distance on a rainy day, the atmos­ 
phere is such as to make it stand out 
in bold relief. It fairly looms up on 
the desert, outlining its true propor­ 
tions, such as it fails to do on clear 
days. 


The recent rain may be the 
fore-runner of a splendid wild- 
flower display.

“It is up to the citizens of Palm 
Springs if they are to continue to en­ 
joy the privilege of double parking, 
according to Chief of Police William 
Seaton. If any of them continues to 
abuse the privilege, leaving their cars 
standing on the inside lane for any 
unnecessary length of time, the 
m atter will undoubtedly come to the 
attention of the California Highway 
Patrol, and the custom will be stop­ 
ped by state highway officers. 
Double parking is a violation of 
Section 138, sub-section 9, of the state 
motor vehicle act, which reads “It 
shall be unlawful for the driver of a 
vehicle to stop, stand, or park such 
vehicle, whether attended or unat­ 
tended • * * on the roadway side 
of any vehicle stopped or parked at 
the edge or curb of a highway.” 
The local police department has no 
authority to grant permission to any 
Individual to violate this law. Any 
person who parks his car alongside 
another car, is violating the law, and 
the only reason the police department 
has not enforced the law is because 
parking space has net been available 
near the post offics or central busi­ 
ness district during the peak business 
hours. 
However, many people have taken 
advantage of the good nature of the 
police, and have left their cars stand 
in the line of traffic longer than nec­ 
essary, while occupants of the parked 
cars made shopping or sightseeing 
tours of the village. The law has not 
been enforced simply because the 
police did not want to inconvenience 
the busy motorist who took only a 
minute or two to rush into the post 
office or some shop. 
If all motorists will co-operate, the 
public may continue to enjoy the 
privilege of double-parking. However, 
if a few insist on abusing the privi­ 
lege, the law will undoubtedly be en­ 
forced against all. 
The State Highway Patrol has an­ 
nounced that fast drivers will be ar­ 
rested in Palm Springe and vicinity, 
in order to protect other motorists 
and pedestrians. Better watch your 
step and observe the law! 


The Desert Sun has voiced no per­ 
sonal opinion of the newspaper re­ 
garding incorporation. The facts only 
have been discussed impartially in 
this newspaper. 
The principal advantages of incor­ 
poration for Palm Springs are local 
control of zoning and sanitation. The 
village now has ite own police and 
fire departments, so nothing would be 
gained in these two departments. 
The principal objections are the 
threat of higher taxes and that the 
d t y will be plunged into politics for- 
•Yer after. 
The majority of voters (not neces­ 
sarily the majority of property own­ 
ers) will decide all issues after in® 
city is incorporated. If two-thirds of 
the voters want paved streets, a city 
park, city hall, sewer system, munic­ 
ipal water, electric or gas systems, 
sidewalks, street lights, or any of the 
many improvements to be found in 
commercial cities, they can vote the 
bonds to do these things, and the tax­ 
payers will have to pay the bill. Of 
course there is a limit, set by law. 
If the majority of the citizens are 
in sympathy with hotel owners or 
other business interests, a city coun­ 
cil favorable to these interests would 
undoubtedly be elected. If the major­ 
ity are in favor of all sorts of improve­ 
ments such as those just mentioned, 
and are of the opinion that the busi­ 
ness interests are making too much 
money anyway, they can elect a city 
council that will vote high business 
licenses in order to obtain additional 
revenue. 
Palm Springs can only be incorpor­ 
ated as a city of the sixth class, as 
outlined in an act of 1883 of the Cali­ 
fornia statutes.

Asking Californians to adopt a more 
tolerant attitude toward destitute un­ 
fortunates from out-of-state who find 
themselves stranded within the bor­ 
ders of this state, a plea of understand­ 
ing of the problems of indigents in 
their need for sympathetic understand­ 
ing and assistance," Carleton declared. 
“Since the care of these out-of-state 
destitute persons has been taken over 
by the Federal government, there is 
no need for citizens of the state to 
extend material aid to them, but a 
more friendly attitude and evidence of 
a desire to help in their rehabilitation 
would be of great importance at this 
time. 
“Federal surveys have shown that 
the vast majority of the non-resident 
indigents stranded in California are 
not mere ‘bums’ or ‘floaters’ as some 
persons insist on calling them, but de­ 
cent American citizens of better than 
average education and training, vic­ 
tims of the depression who are hon­ 
estly seeking their chance to earn a 
living. 
“The Transient Service, in coopera­ 
tion with other divisions of the fed­ 
eral. etate and local governments and 
private agencies is using every means 
to reduce the migration of destitute 
persons to California and has been 
successful In preventing thousands 
from coming here, but many others 
continue to arrive within the state, a 
large proportion of the latter coming 
in with moderate amounts of money 
and then running out of funde when 
unable to find work. 
"The government is attempting to 
return as many transients as possible 
to their homes, at the same time guar­ 
anteeing the care of those stranded 
here, so that California residents need 
not be burdened with their relief 
needs. 
“Meanwhile, in the true Christmas 
spirit of ’goodwill toward men,’ cit­ 
izens of this state should extend their 
sympathy to those destitute persons 
who lack residential status in Califor­ 
nia hut nevertheless are deserving of 
help and lend their moral support to 
the program worked out for their care 
and eventual rehabilitation."

A study of California’s death rate from cere­ 
bral hemorrhage, for instance, shows the lowest 
rate in 1933 since 1917. This death rate has been 
reduced from a high in 1924 of 102 per 100,000 
population, to 74 per 100,000. 
“The factors which have caused the main­ 
tenance of lower rates for this disease are not 
known exactly,” a report of the state department 
of public health stated. 
“Whether the change in methods of living 
due to changed economic conditions has produced 
lower death rates for apoplexy is not known. It 
is reasonable to suppose, however, that the elim­ 
ination of high pressure living since the big days 
of prosperity may have something to do with the 
improved conditions in mortality from this cause.”

'made by th e United States News, Im­ 
provem ent—dr lack Of it—w as m eas­ 
ured by changes in actual purchasing 
power. 
Allowance w as made for the 
fact that wholeeale prices advanced 
some ten per cent during the year in 
question, so th at a dollar, in the light 
of a year ago, can buy only 
about 
ninety cen ts w orth of goods today. 
T his obviously gives a much tru er pic 
tu re of conditions than does a survey 
m ade on dollar volum e alone. F or ex­ 
ample, every state except Colorado 
showed an advance in dollar tran sfer­ 
ence during the y ear—but when the 
ten per cent deduction was m ade, but 
31 states actually showed substantial 
Improvement. 
Analysis of the survey, as th e News 
points out, produces gome very Inter­ 
esting facts.

The SERA is seriously considering 
th e colonization of a huge block of 
unoccupied Palo V erde valley lands 
w ith several hundred deserving and 
industrial fam ilies who are at present 
on the SERA relief roils, It is stated 
According to the plan w hich had 
been outlined by Virgil Dahl, county 
director of the SERA, the governm ent 
would s ta rt on a unit of 20,000 acres 
of valley land, pay for th e clearing 
and leveling of th e property, divide 
it into 40 acre tracts, build n eat little 
homes, sink wells, and finance 
the 
farm er fo r a period of a t least two 
years. 
The farm ers would be picked from 
th e ranks of the 4,000 in R iverside 
county now on relief, and would be 
selected for their integrity, industry 
and past records.

T hat is, they had clam ped down on 
loaning a t the insistence of the exam ­ 
iners, who set up rules for 
loans 
which, at least, took no thought of 
the service hanks should give to their 
comm unities. 
Looking only to 
the 
safety of the banking houses and not 
at all to the d uty of comm unity serv­ 
ice, rigid rules were laid down and 
enforced as to banking security—not 
as to bank safety, but as to liquidity. 
A bank has had to be anyw here from 
70 to 90 per cen t liquid to keep clear 
of carping criticism by the exam iners. 
So the hanks have been great buyers 
of Government bonds, and small loan­ 
ers of money to individuals. 
T here 
is promise now that this 
will 
be 
changed, especially as people feel th a t 
with their deposits insured they need 
not worry about the safety of th eir 
savings, and w ith the plan of insur­ 
ing m ortgages which is now in the 
offing, this type of loan ought to he 
free from the criticism of the exam ­ 
iners. 
"By the way, did you know th a t 
the Federal R eserve Bank has in fact, 
if not in nam e, become the great cen­ 
tral bank of th e N ation? That m eans 
as far as you and I are concerned, 
principally th at the bonds and o th e r 
securities of th e Governm ent will he 
absorbed alm ost to any amount, infla­ 
tion is postponed a t least and if pros­ 
perity gets clear around th e corner 
next June, w alking hand in hand w ith 
General C harles Dawes, may 
never 
come.”
